COLOR TAG

This month I thought Pd take a reprieve 
from the past few month’s tutorials to 
share some fun STuff with you. I hope 
Santa was as good to you as he was to 
me, and brought you all sorts of goodies 
to enhance your desktop publishing 
interests. 


I stumbled across and interesting 
addition to my DTP tools in a sale flyer 
from Artist & Display, and was 
pleasantly surprised to find it - a Color 
Tag system from Letraset - under our 
tree Christmas morning. (Ha! You 
wouldn’t believe how much hinting I 
[and friends] did to get it there!) 


The Color Tag system is a desktop unit 
which allows you to add spot color to 
your photocopy or laser printout. The 
professionals among us would find great 
uses for the system for proofing color 
DTP projects. However, the hobbyist 
would have a relatively inexpensive 
means of adding color to finished 
products. Since this method requires 
you to add color to each piece 
individually, you would normally use 
the system on projects that you will 
need only a few copies, as in posters or 
letterhead. 


Included in the Color Tag system is 
desktop holder and handpiece, a 
workmat, and two packs of color strips. 
To transfer the color from the strips to 
your laser or photo copy, you simply 
plug in the desktop holder and wait for 
the green light. Once the handpiece is 
the proper temperature, you lay the 
color strip over the area on your 
printout that you want to add color, 
and press the hand piece across the color 
strip. The color adheres to any toner on 
your original piece. You can add as 
many different colors to your page as 
you like. 


There are a wide range of colors 
available to you: matts, glossies, 
fluorescents and metallics. In all there 
are currently 72 colors, including 54 
pantone colors. The color strips are 21⁄2" 
x 8⁄2" and come in packages of 25 for 
about $7.50. They also come as 
individual 8¥2 x 11 inch sheets for $2.00. 


Many of the copy service centers are 
now offering color copies at a 
reasonable price. With the Color Tag 
system, you can easily set up a project, 
in color, and take it to your local copier 
for color copies. With the inclusion of 
pantone colors (a universally accepted 
color matching system - which means 
pantone process blue C is the same blue 
at every printer) this little unit has a 
wealth of possibilities for the amateur 
and professional alike. 


[For any interested members, I will 
demonstrate the Color Tag system at 
our January general meeting.] 


I recently stumbled across another 
resource available locally for the DTP 
enthusiast. If you are fortunate enough 
to own a scanner, you can find an 
excellent selection of reproducible clip 


art at Artist and Display. They carry 
several series of clip art books which 
range from Christian art to naughty 
French Women. I have not found this 
vast of a selection anywhere else in the 
city. The clip art books range from $4 - 
$6 apiece, and are intended for use in 
newsletters, advertisements and the like. 
With this clip art series available locally, 
you should have no trouble finding just 
the right art work to finish any of your 
DTP projects. 


In the February issue, I will get back to 
basics and cover the basic needs for 
serious desktop publishers. Also 
planned for February is a SIG on 
Pagestream 2.1. Hope to see you all 
there. In the meantime, if you have any 
questions don’t hesitate to call or get 
help via our BBS.

This program is a guide to the stars and constellations 
visible in the night sky from almost anywhere on 
earth. It features the following: 1) 1160 stars down to 
magnitude 4.75, including variable stars whose 
maxima exceed magnitude 4.75, and double or 
multiple stars whose combined magnitude exceeds 
4.75, 2) 370 selected stars which can be individually 
identified on the Constellation Chart option. All 
stars of magnitude 3.5 and brighter are included, 
together with all double and variable stars on the 
main file, and 3) 267 deep-sky objects which can be 
optionally plotted on the Constellation Chart 
option. The limiting magnitude for these objects is 
about 9 for clusters and gaseous nebulae, 10 for 
external galaxies and 11 for planetary nebulae. Most 
of these objects can be seen through a moderate 
telescope of about 6 inches aperture, but the external 
galaxies and planetary nebulae are mostly faint and 
elusive, and the gaseous nebulae generally require a 
very transparent night for viewing.

The TOS Extension Card can be 
installed in any model of ST within 
minutes. It is a mere 2.5" x 2.5", and its 
unique design allows it to be placed 
almost anywhere inside the case of the 
computer.

There are also two other configurations 
of the TEC that are 100% plug-in 
solutions, requiring no soldering: 


» The TECbridge BUS card, which 
plugs into the processor bus of the 
Mega ST. 


> The TECbridge CPU, for computers 
which have socketed 68000 chips. 
This option plugs into the CPU 
socket, and requires that there be 
enough room above the CPU within 
the case. 


The Price 


The retail price of the TOS Extension 
Card is $139.00. This price includes the 
TEC board, Atari’s official TOS 2.06 
ROMs, a disk containing the official 
Atari system utilities (including the new 
XCONTROL Control Panel), and a 
manual describing the installation of the 
TEC and the new features of TOS 2.06.

This will make the base 
price of the ST Book just over $2000.00 
in the basic configuration. Production 
is still slated for January 1992.

C&P Telephone of Virginia recently 
stated that the bulletin board services, 
commonly called BBS’s are a business 
use, not residential, and should pay 
higher rates. The new rates will raise 
phone bills $50 to $100 a month and 
take effect this week. BBS operators 
who are opposed to these rates were to 
meet Thursday, 12/5/91 in the Virginia 
Beach Library to discuss strategy. 


C&P officials have refused commentary 
on the matter. This matter has come up 
in other states resulting in a 
compromise. A BBS operator with two 
or three lines pays a residential fee, 
anything over pays the business rates.
